In reply to several inquiries, we woiiltt 


say that thy merit.-; of orchard grass, al 
though uot gyuerttlly umliirslooil by our 
farmert?, seom to bo well established. 
Few 


.grasses have a more important history anil 
few are more- widely diffused; it covers tho 
whole of Europe and the ndjoining parts of 
Asia, is fouud in northern Africa, and ia 
indigenous in England and tho United States. 
Although a unlive of England, its merits 
seem to Imvo been overlooked in that coun- 
try until about tho year 17(H, at which timo 
it was introduced there from Virginia, since 
which it has retained its popularity, and is 
to this day one of the most generally 
cul- 


tivated species. 


The seeds of orchard grass weigu about 


twelve pounds to the bushels, and used in 


• connection with other grasses in seeding, 


from three to five pounds are used. It coniti 
to maturity early, being in blossom with red 
clover, aud if sown with clover in place of 
timothy, the result would b* that both 
would bo in condition lo cut at 
fhfi same 


time, making a very superior hay.

shade, is a very rapid grower, and bears close 
cropping. 
Ail who havo had experience 


with it imito in Haying that it produces more 
pasturage than any other grass.

i very early in Spring, therefore affording n 
seasonable grazing spot for stock in case the 
fanner i;: suort of hay, and nearly approach- 
ing meadow foxtail iu Ihiu reaped.—[Maine 
Farmer.
